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C.A.R.E. Center Releases Three 
Rehabilitated Sea Turtles 


The Gulfarium’s C.A.R.E. Center 
released three rehabilitated sea 
turtles on the afternoon of November 
20 at Topsail Preserve State Park in 
Santa Rosa Beach, with over 700 
people in attendance. 


The three turtles included Kudzu, a 
juvenile Green sea turtle, who arrived 
to the C.A.R.E. Center this August in 
need of help. Kudzu weighs just over 
31 pounds, and was observed not 
using its front right flipper at Navarre 
Beach Artificial Reef. The right front 
flipper was severely swollen at the 
joint, and Kudzu had very limited 
range of motion. The diagnosis was a 
bone infection in the joint on its right 
front flipper with an old dislocation 
of the digit bones in the same flipper. 


Kudzu received’ laser therapy 
treatment for the chronic 
inflammation at the joint. Antibiotics, 
fluids, and anti-inflammatory pain 
medication was administered. The 
flipper healing was monitored using 
radiographs. Remnants of a hook 
were removed from the left corner 
of Kudzu’s jaw as well. The swelling 
reduced, and range of motion 
improved. The infection resolved, and 
accordingly, Kudzu was cleared for 
release. 


Peanut, a juvenile Kemp’s ridley, 
arrived to the C.A.R.E. Center on 
November 7. Peanut was found at St. 
George Island in Franklin County, 
and was transported to Gulf World 


Marine Institute, where X-rays 
showed two large hooks embedded 
in its esophagus. Peanut was 


transported to the Gulfarium in the 
chance that surgery and anesthesia 
would be needed to remove the 
hooks. Thankfully, the hooks were 
successfully removed. 


O’Giblet, a juvenile Green sea turtle, 
arrived to the C.A.R.E. Center on 
November 16. A fisherman at the 
Okaloosa Island Fishing Pier caught 
the young sea turtle. O’Giblet was 
safely pulled up with the use of a 
drop net provided by the Responsible 
Pier Initiative. The C.A.R.E. team 
examined the young turtle. No issues 
were found, and O’Giblet was deemed 
healthy and ready for a_ speedy 
release. 


“This is the perfect example of 
what to do when a sea turtle is 
unintentionally hooked at the fishing 
pier,” said Will Merrill, president of 
the Gulfarium. “We are pleased to 
know our message and partnership 
with the Responsible Pier Initiative 
and the Okaloosa Island Fishing Pier 
is working.” 


The Gulfarium CARE Foundation, a 
501(c)(3) nonprofit, is proud to act 
as a beacon for coastal conservation 
through marine animal rescue and 
rehabilitation.

Local Students 
Compete in 
County Archery 
Tournament 


Over 300 archers shot a combined 
total of 9,000 arrows in an archery 
tournament recently held at Meigs 
Middle School. Five elementary and 
three middle schools participated in 
the first of four tournaments for the 
2017-18 season. 


Meigs Middle School took first place in 
the middle school team division with a 
score of 2,914. Their top archers were 
Aubrey Scamahorn (272) and Kris 
Ireland (250).

Florida State Right to Suspend the 
Dangerous Idiocy of Greek Life on Campus

Almost 40 years after Animal House came out, 
the teetering ghost of John Belushi’s Bluto is alive 
and blind drunk at college frat houses across the 
country. 


The movie was funny as hell, but it’s getting harder 
to watch. Too many kids are dying in real life. 


John Thrasher is the president of Florida State 
University, and two weeks ago he did what few in his 
position have ever had the guts to do: He suspended 
all activities at the school’s 54 Greek fraternities 
and sororities. 


“We've got a serious problem,” Thrasher said. 


A Phi Delta Theta frat member had been busted 
on cocaine-trafficking charges, and an engineering 
student was found dead at a private house after a 
Pi Kappa Phi party. The victim was fraternity pledge 
Andrew Coffey, 20. 


Police say “alcohol may have been a factor” in the 
young man’s death. 


Bet on it. 


After decades of headlines, it’s hard to believe 
Greek life is still a big thing on campuses. National 
organizations of fraternities and sororities say they 
forbid under-aged drinking, strive to put on safe 
social events, and focus on charitable community 
service. 


Which is exactly the same thing they were saying 
when I pledged a fraternity, back in the Dark Ages. 
Then, as now, it was all about the party. A frat house 
with no booze is about as popular as a crematorium 
on a Saturday night. 


What good things fraternities might do get lost in 
the lore of weekend vomit-fests. The brainless ritual 
of hazing, supposedly outlawed, goes on. That’s 
what killed Tim Piazza at the Beta Theta Pi house at 
Penn State University last February. 


Deleted surveillance video restored by FBI 
technicians shows that the 19-year-old pledge was 
given 18 alcoholic drinks in a span of 82 minutes. 
That’s not collegial brotherhood; it’s homicide. 


Piazza tumbled down the basement stairs, cracked 
his skull, broke his spleen, and was left unconscious 
overnight while fraternity members argued about 
what to do. Last week, 10 more Penn State students 
were charged in his death, bringing the total to more 
than two dozen. 


Several face trial for involuntary manslaughter, one 
sure way to shake up the Greek-life culture. There’s 
no beer pong in prison. 


At Louisiana State University, 10 current and former 
students have been charged in the Sept. 13 hazing 


death of an 18-year-old freshman who was forced to 
guzzle 190-proof liquor during a sub-moronic prank 
called “Bible study.” 


Maxwell Gruver, a pledge at Phi Delta Theta, died 
with a blood-alcohol content of 0.496, a toxic level 
six times higher than the legal driving limit. No 
mother or father should have to get the phone call 
that his parents did, and Tim Piazza’s parents did, 
and Andrew Coffey’s parents did. 


You send your kid off to college with grand hopes 
and all the usual warnings, and then he dies in a 
crushingly pointless and preventable way, among 
new friends who supposedly care about him. 


Some parents can’t say No when their son asks to 
join a fraternity. Perhaps they’re afraid of denying 
him some masculine rite of passage, or maybe they 
hold fun memories of their own frat-house antics. 


Whatever causes them to say yes, they all find 
comfort in thinking their boy can take care of 
himself. Not always. 


Days ago, a Phi Kappa Psi pledge at Texas State 
University was found dead after a fraternity party. 
Matthew Ellis, 20, was a sophomore business 
student. To no one’s astonishment, police say 
alcohol could be involved.

The president of Texas State followed John 
Thrasher’s decisive example. He didn’t just shut 
down the Phi Kappa house, he suspended all 
fraternity and sorority activities. 


Thrasher has called for a “new normal” in the Greek 
system, and promised FSU’s ban would remain in 
place until students committed to changing their 
behavior. 


These aren’t the words of some whiny social 
crusader. A decorated Vietnam veteran, Thrasher 
was a Republican power player for years in 
Tallahassee, serving in the state House and Senate 
and then as party chairman. 


He’s also an alumnus of the university he now 
leads and was a member of the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
fraternity. “There must be a new culture,” he 
said, “and our students must be full participants 
in it.” 


Killing the long tradition of Animal House idiocy 
won’t be easy, and it won’t happen unless more 
college presidents stand up like Thrasher has. Nor 
will change happen unless more parents of aspiring 
pledges wake up and say No. 


Imagine your worst nightmare coming true. Imagine 
that phone call.

Can’t Beat the Benefits of the 
Florida Legislature

Tallahassee, that gilded Gomorrah of the 
Panhandle, is in an uproar. 


Allegations of sexual misconduct by some top state 
lawmakers—with rumors of more headlines to 
come—have caused a seismic puckering of orifices 
throughout the capital city. 


The latest scandal (speaking of puckering) has led 
to the abrupt demotion of Senate Appropriations 
Chair Sen. Jack Latvala. He’s the married 
Republican gubernatorial candidate who was 
secretly photographed kissing a female lobbyist in 
the parking lot of an Italian restaurant. 


The existence of the pictures, taken last spring, was 
revealed about two weeks ago. Politico Florida then 
reported that several unnamed women had accused 
Latvala of verbal harassment and inappropriate 
touching. 


He fiercely denies any wrongdoing, and the lobbyist 
in the smooch photos has asserted there was no 
intimate relationship. Perhaps she and the senator 
were innocently sharing a breath mint. 


The Latvala bombshell exploded only days after one 
of his married pals, Senate Democratic Leader Jeff 
Clemens, resigned from office after admitting to an 
affair with yet another lobbyist.

Tallahassee’s establishment isn’t shocked by the 
type of misbehavior so much as how it’s getting 
exposed. A private eye supposedly hired by an 
embittered ex-senator is prowling the town, hiding 
spy-cams at strategic locations such as a condo 
building populated with lawmakers and their staffs. 


Now philanderers and serial gropers in both political 
parties are lying awake at night wondering if they’re 
next. 


The unseemly intersection of legislators and 
lobbyists is as old as the corporate expense account, 
but sex isn’t usually part of the deal. Lobbyists need 
politicians to push the legislative agendas of their 
client, whether that happens to be the NRA or the 
Sierra Club. 


Lawmakers, in turn, need lobbyists to instruct them 
how to vote, to occasionally write bills for them to 
sponsor, and then to slowly explain what those bills 
actually say. 


In exchange for their pliability, officeholders expect 
lobbyists to hit up their clients for hefty campaign 
donations. Often both sides get what they want, and 
nobody has to change the sheets afterward. 


Recreational infidelity happens at every state house 
in the country—not to mention in Washington, 
D.C.—so it’s hardly surprising that politicians 
sometimes do hook up with lobbyists. 
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However, it’s an interlude that none of them wants 
publicized. There is a professional risk, if not a stigma, 
for all participants. 


Latvala has blamed the Clemens leak on former 
Sen. Frank Artiles, a Miami Republican who quit the 
Legislature in April after details of a racially tainted 
exchange with other senators became public. 


Artiles was angered when later news stories revealed 
his political action committee—the operative word 
being action—had hired as “consultants” a Playboy 
model and a former Hooters waitress who marketed her 
own line of bikinis. 


Such foolishness was astounding, even by Tallahassee’s 
slack standards. 


Some fear a vengeful Artiles has deployed a private 
investigator to snoop on other lawmakers. No comment 
has been offered by the ex-senator. 


Regardless of whether or not Latvala’s enemies paid to 
have him tailed, his quest for the governor’s mansion 
is likely derailed. 


When you’re running for higher office, you must 
remember this: A kiss is not just a kiss—particularly if 
it happens at night in a parking lot with someone other 
than your spouse. 


All sorts of shady extracurricular activities occur 
during Florida’s legislative sessions. Some of it is simple 
seduction, and some is abominable harassment, but all 
of it has been customarily shielded by a wall of silence. 


The ever-quotable J.M. (Mac) Stipanovich, a longtime 
GOP operative in Tallahassee, explained it deftly: 
“You have attractive and ambitious young women and 
powerful and, perhaps, predatory men. And they are at 
great distance from the usual filters that modulate that 
dynamic.” 


And its geographic isolation is one of the main reasons 
Tallahassee remains the capital, a conveniently 
inconvenient location for most Floridians to visit. 


Nonstop flights to the city are few, and the planes are 
small. Lawmakers really don’t want us showing up. 
We'll just spoil everything. 


As Don Gaetz, the former Senate president and a 
conservative Republican from Niceville, remarked to 
the Herald/Times: “People do things in Tallahassee that 
they would never do at the Rotary Club back home.”

That’s because the usual filters “modulate” 


dynamic. 
Even in the parking lot at the Rotary Club.

Most people understand that even tremendous 
wealth cannot buy happiness. 


If it’s happiness you're looking for, you should have 
been born as Junior, our golden retriever.

The Russian Connection

To not acknowledge or to disregard 
the enormous wealth of evidence that 
connects Trump and cohorts to the 
Kremlin interfering with US election 
is to be overtly misinformed at this 
point. 


What’s. painfully obvious is how 
belligerent the president can be to 
any world leader or celebrity, and how 
quickly hell call someone a liar without 
any concern for the actual truth of the 
claim being made, nor the integrity of 
its source. Yet he won’t bring himself to 
say anything less than charitable about 
Vladimir Putin. Trump insists that 
Russia’s third term president, ex-KGB 
foreign intelligence officer, and most 
powerful man in the world is telling the 
truth when he says he didn’t meddle 
with the 2016 election. 


Trump expects everyone to be appeased 
solely by his assessment on the matter. 
When he fired Comey, he said he did it 
because “the Russia thing with Trump 
is a made-up story.” Then he asked the 
guy he’s been accused of colluding with 
if Russia did in fact meddle with the 
election. 
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Oddly, Trump insists (for once) that 
someone is nota liar, and he’s confident 
Putin is telling the truth when Putin 
conveniently responded that he didn’t 
do the thing he’s notoriously known to 
do with elections all over the world. And 
we're all to be satisfied with Trump’s 
final word on it. 


Whether or not Trump actually colluded 
with Russia, there’s sufficient evidence 
to conclude that Russia did in fact 
interfere with the 2016 U.S. election. 
From social media, disinformation 
campaigns, leaking of classified 
documents describing details about 
Russia’s attempt to hack American 
voting systems, to hacking the DNC— 
there’s a sea of content available online 
that demonstrates this point. 


Despite Trump’s dismissal of the 
investigation and his claims that it’s a 
total witch-hunt, almost every week a 
new person involved with his campaign 
or administration is discovered having 
extensive history working directly with 
the Kremlin or with Russian oligarchs 
closely tied to it.

campaign manager 
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criminal counts (one being conspiracy 
against the U.S.), has over $60 million 
in total business dealings with one 
of the most prominent oligarchs in 
Russia and Putin’s close friend, Oleg 
Deripaska, as revealed by financial 
documents filed in Cyprus and the 
Cayman Islands. 


One of the heavier charges Manafort 
faces connects him and his protégé 
Rick Gates, to lobbying for a pro- 
Russian president in the Ukraine and 
the imprisonment of a presidential rival 
between 2012 and 2014. While that’s 
certainly shady business and totally 
unusual for any normal person to be 
involved in, the real reason he’s in 
trouble is because he failed to register 
as a foreign agent and he laundered 
over $20 million in lobbying earnings. 


George Papadopoulos, foreign policy 
advisor to Trump’s presidential 
campaign, is a much more palpable 
threat. Papadopoulos has_ already 
pleaded guilty to lying to the FBI about 
his contacts with Russians. The plea 
agreement states that Papadopoulos 
was contacted by Russia because of his 
position as foreign policy advisor for 
Trump’s campaign. 


The plea agreement also details 
Papadopoulos’ efforts to acquire dirt 
on Hillary Clinton from officials in the 
Russian Foreign Ministry and confirms 
that Trump’s campaign was aware of 
the thousands of stolen emails prior to 
it being publicly announced. 


Former senior advisor to Donald Trump’s 
campaign, Michael Caputo, has been 
recognized as Putin’s personal “image 
consultant” and was hired by Gazprom 
Media in 2000 to help improve the image 
of Vladmir Putin in the United States. 
Caputo may have had nothing to do with 
Russia interfering with the election, but 
he’s just another example of the repeating 
theme between those within Trump’s 
circle and the Russian government. 


The number of people involved with 
Trump’s campaign and administration 
(including Trump and his own family) 
deeply invested and connected with 
Russia is astounding. Rex Tillerson, 
Jeff Sessions, Michael Flynn, Donald 
Trump Jr., Jared Kushner, Carter Page, 
Roger Stone, Felix Sater, Paul Manafort, 
George Papadopoulos, Michael Caputo... 


The list keeps growing, and I have only 
enough space for one column.

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How to Make Holiday Decorations 
sing Greenery from Your Yard 


By Marilu Morgan 


I love the smell of fresh greenery in the house, especially 
around the holidays. Normally, I purchase a fresh wreath 
and swag to decorate with each holiday season, but this 
year I decided to get a little more creative (and thrifty) and 
make fresh holiday decorations using greenery from our 
yard. I made a rosemary swag and a magnolia wreath, 
and they were both so easy and fun to make. 


ROSEMARY SWAG 

During the Christmas season when I spend a lot of time in 
the kitchen, I love to hang a fresh swag holiday decoration 
on the window above my kitchen sink. I normally order 
a balsam or juniper swag, but this year I decided to use 
fresh rosemary from our garden instead. It only took 
about 10 minutes to cut the rosemary and assemble the 
swag, and it makes my kitchen smell so good. 


STEP 1 - Gather Materials 

¢ Floral Wire 

¢ Fishing Line 

¢ Ribbon. I like to use the type with wire on the edges, 
but any kind is fine. 

¢ Greenery. I use rosemary because that’s what I had 
in the garden, but you can also use fir, spruce, pine, 
holly, or any other nice-looking greenery that has a 
drape to it. 


STEP 2 - Wrap Greenery with Floral Wire 

Bunch your greenery together wherever it looks most 
pleasing. I bunched mine about one quarter of the total 
length down from the clipped end. I also staggered the 
ends a little so that it looked more natural. Wherever you 
choose, wrap securely with floral wire. You can shape the 
ends to your liking at this point. 


STEP 3 - Tie Fishing Line and Ribbon 

Measure the area where you want to hang your swag. For 
me, this was from the hook above the window above my 
sink. Double this measurement and add a few inches. Cut 
this length in fishing line. Loop the fishing line through 
the floral wire bunch and knot the two ends of the fishing 
line securely, making a big fishing line loop. 


Next, tie your ribbon into a pretty bow around the floral 
wire bunch and through the fishing line loop. I like to 
leave the ribbon ends loose. Your swag holiday decoration 
is ready to hang! 


MAGNOLIA WREATH HOLIDAY DECORATION 

Rather than spending $50+ on a fresh magnolia leaf wreath 
this year, I spent an hour of my time and only $11 on 
supplies that I can use year after year. Not only did I save 
money by making my own special holiday decoration, I 
get so much joy from seeing something beautiful I created 
hanging on my front door. 


STEP 1 - Gather Materials 
¢ Grapevine Wreath. I got a 14-inch wreath from Hobby 
Lobby (only $3.99), but you can use whatever size 
looks best where you want to hang it. Remember, it 
will look about four inches larger across once you 
have the leaves on. 
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* 80-120 Magnolia Leaves. Depending on the 
size of your wreath and your preference on 
fullness. I have two magnolias in my front 
yard, sol cut the ends off a few low-hanging 
branches. If you don’t have a magnolia tree, 
look for trees around your neighborhood. 
One of my neighbors recently trimmed her 
tree and had branches and branches of 
leaves by the road waiting for trash pickup. 

¢ Ribbon 

¢ Floral Wire 

¢ Hot Glue 

e Scissors 


STEP 2 - Cut Magnolia Leaves 

Cut each leaf off of the branch, leaving the leaf 
stems long. While you cut, be thinking about 
what sizes you have and which leaves look nice 
together. Toss any curled or diseased leaves or 
any leaves with bugs on them (I had a few with 
spiderwebs). Your hands will smell amazing 
when you finish this step. 


STEP 3 - Group Leaves with Floral Wire 
Gather magnolia leaves into groups of four to five 
leaves with larger leaves in the back and smaller 
leaves in the front. Fan them out a bit so the 
leaves aren’t totally overlapping each other. Tie 
the stems tightly with floral wire, leaving several 
inches of floral wire loose on either side of the 
group. Leave 10-15 leaves loose to use later. 


STEP 4 - Wrap Leaf Groups Around Wreath 
Wrap the floral wire from your magnolia leaf 
groups around the grapevine wreath. To attach 
the groups securely, weave the floral wire through 
the grapevine and tie the floral wire together 
tightly on the back of the wreath. Continue 
securing the leaf groups around the wreath 
such that each new group hides the wire of the 
previous group. 


When possible, I tucked the leaf stems 
underneath the grapevine loops to give it a more 
natural look. 


STEP 5 - Fill Out with Loose Leaves 

Take a look at your wreath and notice any bald- 
looking areas and any areas where floral wire 
is visible, especially around the interior of the 
wreath. Using hot glue, adhere your loose leaves 
in an overlapping pattern consistent with the 
rest of your wreath. 


For me, the most effective way to glue the leaves 
in a way that looked natural was by putting hot 
glue on the stem of each leaf and then fanning 
out as pictured below. This pattern secured 
the leaf to the wreath but left the major portion 
of the leaf to overlap naturally with the other 
leaves. 


STEP 6 - Decide Which Way Is Up 

Look at your wreath from several different 
angles and decide which way you'd like to hang 
it. One side of my wreath was naturally fuller 
than the other, so I decided this would be the 
bottom. You may decide to fill out some more 
areas of the wreath at this point. 


STEP 7 - Add a Bow and Hang Your Wreath 
Tie a pretty bow and hot glue it in place. Hang 
your wreath on your front door and enjoy!

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Beaujolais: France’s 


Friendliest Red

It’s the season of feasting, and 
people are looking for wines to drink 
with those epic Yuletide meals. 
Champagne is festive, though it 
will never be my favorite wine. It 
doesn’t always go with food, and the 
French stuff is costly. If you don’t 
want fizzy, and feel overwhelmed by 
the whole wine/food pairing game, 
there’s a modestly priced alternative 
the French would love to sell you. It 
tastes good, it goes with many kinds 
of food, and it’s easy to pronounce. 


Meet Beaujolais (BO-ZHA-LAY). 
For government administration 
purposes it’s a part of the Burgundy 
(Bourgogne) region of France. Wines 
of Burgundy are some of the most 
respected (and sought after) vintages 
in the world. The principal red wine 
grape of Burgundy is the pinot noir. 


By contrast Beaujolais, a 35-mile 
long, nine-mile wide strip of land, 
is planted pretty much entirely 
with gamay noir (gamay for short), 
itself the progeny of pinot noir and 
gouais blanc. The soil of Beaujolais 
also differs substantially from that 
of Burgundy. They also make the 
wine differently. Conclusion—it’s 
Beaujolais, not Burgundy. 


Gamay is most often described as 
“fruity,” and that translates into the 
scent, taste and soul of the Beaujolais 
wines. The character also comes 
from the fermentation process, called 
carbonic maceration. Clusters of 
grapes are thrown into fermentation 
vats. The grapes on top crush the 
juice out of the ones on the bottom. 


That juice ferments—thanks to 
yeasts on the grape skins—releasing 
carbon dioxide gas. That blankets 
the grapes on top, pressuring them 
to explode and ferment as well. The 
already fruity quality of the gamay 
is enhanced by all this organic 
chemistry, producing intense fruit, 
floral and spice flavors. The wine 
is also ready to drink without long 
periods of aging, though the best 
Beaujolais does well with a few years 
of aging. 


There are three types of Beaujolais— 
standard, Beaujolais-Villages, and 
Beaujolais Cru. “Cru” means “village” 
here, though in other parts of 
France it can also mean “vineyard.” 


Beaujolais Cru, which are aged, are 
most highly regarded, and come from 
10 villages in the northern part of 
Beaujolais—St. Amour, Julienas, 
Chenas, Moulin-a-Vent,  Fleurie, 
Chiroubles, Morgon, Regnie, Brouilly, 
and Cote de Brouilly. You will not 
always see the word “Beaujolais” on 
their labels. 


I bought and tasted six kinds of 
Beaujolais—a Beaujolais-Villages, 
four Beaujolais Crus, and a Beaujolais 
Nouveau. The latter is “new” wine, 
only weeks old, released once a year 
on November 16. Some were bought 
locally, some out of town. All are 
13-percent alcohol by volume, and 
prices ranged from $9.99 to $19.99. 


Beaujolais-Villages Louis Jadot 
2015 ($10.49). Louis Jadot produces 
a variety of wines. This one was thin 
in body, with a taste of strawberries, 
a buttery mouth-feel, and a quick 
finish, with little tannic “pucker.” 


Domaine Pardon Cuvee Hugo 
Fleurie 2015 ($19.99). Dark red, 
with a purplish edge, a floral and 
herbal nose, lots of fruit, juicy and 
refreshing. There’s no pucker, just 
luscious, velvety cherry and cranberry 
flavors. The longer it aired in the 
glass, the more fragrant it became. A 
good choice for holiday meals—with 
light or dark meat, dressings and rich 
side dishes. 


2013 ($16.99). The oldest Beaujolais 
I tried. The nose is cherry, then 
raspberry, with some mustiness. 
The first taste was sour cherry, then 
fresh black plum peel. The finish is 
thin, not long, with more of a pucker. 
It’s light in body, like fresh-squeezed 
juice. 


Domaine des Maisons Neuves 
Cote de Brouilly L’Ecluse 2016 
($14.99). Bluish red color. There’s 
a touch of wood and flowers on the 
nose, followed by currant jelly. Body 
is fuller, almost chewy. The taste 
is tart black plums, blueberries, 
raspberries, pie cherries, a slightly 
tannic pucker, and a jammy finish. 
The wine had more power, though 
it was no higher in alcohol than the 
others. Grapes were grown on the 
slopes of an extinct volcano. 


Pardon & Fils Julienas 2015 Les 
Mouilles ($16.99). Dark in color, 
blue-red. There’s a little spice and 
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fruit, like holiday conserve or currant 
sauce, on the nose, which continues 
in the taste. Medium body, more 
subtle than the others. 


Georges Duboeuf Beaujolais 
Nouveau 2017 ($9.99). Just in time 
for Thanksgiving and Christmas every 
year, the Nouveau is said to “age on 
the boat,” and any restaurant with 
even a hint of Frenchness pours and 
serves Nouveau by the carafe. The 
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nose is floral, rose, violet. The taste 
is fresh strawberries, pie cherries, 
cranberry juice cocktail, with a 
tangerine finish. Less flavorful than 
the others, but it’s young and you 
can drink it over ice if you feel like it. 


Roast turkey, ham, chicken, salmon, 
and fish pair just fine with Beaujolais. 
At prices this low, you can get it by 
the case. This season, learn to love 
the French.

Whole Foods Has Us Feeling 


“Hopful” for the Holidays

So far, we’re loving the changes 
brought about by Amazon’s recent 
purchase of Whole Foods. And it’s 
mainly because so far only the prices 
have changed. They’re lower, as 
promised, but everything else you 
know and love about Whole Foods has 
pretty much stayed the same—the 
high quality and interesting selection 
of fresh groceries and yummy offerings 
of prepared hot and cold foods are still 
there. 


At the Destin Whole Foods, this 
includes what is probably the best beer 
selection of any chain grocery store 
in the local area. For starters, Whole 
Foods has managed to magically 
pack a mind-blowing number of cans, 
bottles, singles, sixers and _ special 
holiday value packs in a not-so-big 
portion of the store’s rear aisle. They 
even have a tap station tucked away 
in a nearby corner where you can get 
hooked up with a growler. 


Still, it wasn’t the mass quantities of 
brews in this hoppy winter wonderland 
that impressed us. It’s the quality. 
These are all primo brews. And we 
love that a good number of them are 
pretty daring choices. Sure, they 
play it safe, too, offering a number of 
tried-and-true brews as well as the 
everyday classics from AB, Miller and 
Coors. But we found so many hard-to- 
find brewers that were so interesting, 
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so tempting, and so affordable we 
couldn’t resist picking up a few. 


The first to make it into our shopping 
cart was the chocolate peanut butter 
porter Sweet Baby Jesus. We couldn’t 
decide if this was the most appropriate 
name ever, what with Christmas just 
around the corner, or if it was just 
plain craziness. A beer—based on a 
popular but run-of-the mill candy, 
no less—named after America’s most 
revered religious figure? Who does 
that? 


Duclaw, that’s who. And _ it’s 
surprisingly good. There’s a roasted 
earthiness to this deep, dark, almost- 
black beer that balances out its 
sweetness. As expected, there’s plenty 
of rich cocoa and even some coffee 
flavor as well as the smooth, subtle 
undercurrent of peanuttiness. The 
aroma of this combo may be even 
more delicious than the taste, so be 
sure to give it a whiff before you sip. 


Another surprise was New Belgium’s 
Glutiny Pale Ale. In short, it didn’t 
suck. We’d even go so far as to say 
it’s probably the best reduced-gluten 
(in this case, “gluten removed”) beer 
we've tried to date. Not that we’ve tried 
a lot, mind you. Still, it was definitely 
hoppy and malty just like a real beer 
should be. It even had a decent, buzz- 
catching 6 percent ABV. 


It may also have some gluten, as the 
brewer makes it perfectly clear they 
can’t guarantee100 percent of it has 
been removed from every bottle. If 
you have been banned from gluten 
for medical reasons, keep that in 
mind. It does, however, comply with 
FDA guidelines requiring 20 parts per 
million or less. 


Little did we know, we were in for 
another surprise. Happy to find a 
pumpkin ale, we picked up New 
Belgium’s Voo Doo 8 Hop Pale 
Ale. Only it’s not a pumpkin ale. We 
had it confused with another in the 
Voo Doo series, the Atomic Pumpkin 
Ale, which has a similar looking 
bottle. We should have taken the time 
to read the label, but that’s beside the 
point. 


Anyhoo, we were expecting a big 
fat hit of spiciness on our tongues. 
What we got instead was a perfectly 
tame splash of mellow hops and light

fruitiness. Not to say this is a bad beer 
by any means, it’s just that we were 
looking for some adventure in a bottle. 
What we got was more predictable, 
but that might be exactly what some 
folks are looking for. 


One predictable beer we never turn 
down is Sierra Nevada’s pale ale, one 
of the four different kinds of beer in 
this year’s “Snow Pack” that Whole 
Foods is selling for $17.99. Yes, a 
dozen craft brews for under 20 bucks. 
See what we mean about the new 
pricing? 


For the same price, you can pick up 
a 12-pack by New Belgium that’s a 
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mix of established classics and daring 
newbs. If neither of those tickles your 
fancy, they have an assortment of 
quality craft brew sixers starting at 
around $10.99. If you want a holiday 
gift that’s sure to please the hard-to- 
please hophead on your list, look no 
further. 


And if that hophead happens to be you 
and you’re also hungry, you can pick 
up one of those exquisite six-packs 
along with a large baked-to-order 
premium pizza for a quick dinner or 
Netflix date night, all for under 30 
bucks. Do it while you knock out your 
weekly shopping list. It’s one-stop 
shopping at it’s finest.

OVA with Cartoonist Clay Jones 


By Chris Manson 


What inspired you to become a 
cartoonist? Was there a specific 
influence? 

I always drew. I don’t know why. I 
went through influences. First was 
Charles Schulz, then Garfield, and 
when I was a teenager, I graduated 
to Bloom County. But Il always 
love Snoopy. I got into political 
cartooning when I realized I could be 
opinionated, change the format and 
subject daily, and not be married to 
the same cartoon character for the 
rest of my life. Plus, with strips you 
have to wait at least six weeks to see 
your work in print and get a reaction 
(if you publish in newspapers)—with 
a political cartoon, your shelf life is 
much shorter. 


You’re not represented by one 
of the major syndicates. Is this 
becoming a trend for cartoonists, 
columnists, etc? 

Not yet. Most are afraid to do it 
themselves, and too lazy. It takes a 
lot of work, but it is worth it. I left 
a major syndicate in 2013 after 
being with them for 12 years. I don’t 
make a lot of money doing this, 
but I make about seven times more 
doing it myself than I did with a 
syndicate. Of course, I have to work 
a lot harder and I’ve given up sleep. 
I can only think of two other political 
cartoonists who self-syndicate. The 
hardest thing competition-wise is 
that I’m selling just my cartoons, 
while the syndicates are selling 
packages of a bunch of different 
cartoonists. But it’s redeeming to 
know when a newspaper picks me 
up, it’s because they want my work 
and not a potpourri of crap. 


No major syndicate will ever offer 
me acontract again, because I know 
what they know, and they have 
nothing to offer me. 


The industry has changed and is still 
changing. Most cartoonists are still 
clinging to life where they draw the 
cartoons and someone else takes care 
of the rest. They don’t create websites 
or even know how to correctly share 
their work on social media. I feel like 
I’m struggling to keep up, but in an 
industry of dinosaurs that still puts 
me ahead of most. 


How many publications are you 
featured in currently, and what 
are some of your favorites? 

I’m somewhere between 40 and 50, 
which I’m told is good for a guy like 
me. I have tiny weeklies in small 
southern towns to some of the largest 
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in the nation, like The Dallas Morning 
News and The Seattle Times. I also 
have unique publications like The 
Week, GoComics, and Beachcomber. 
I take a little extra pride with being in 
African-American and “alternative” 
newspapers. Also, I’m _ published 
occasionally in The Washington Post 
and The Los Angeles Times, and 
every now and then I’m featured on 
CNN and MSNBC. Jared Kushner’s 
publication, The New York Observer, 
is a client. Go figure. 


Favorites? I don’t want to name 
any of my clients. I do have online 
subscriptions with The Washington 
Post, The New York Times, and The 
Los Angeles Times. 


You live in Virginia. What’s the 
political climate like there? 

It’s a purple state that’s getting bluer 
every year. Right now, the climate 
from the left is “we’re not going to 
take it anymore.” It’s also varied. The 
rural counties can be some of the 
most conservative places you'll ever 
encounter, while the cities are pretty 
liberal. My town, Fredericksburg, 
which is an hour south of the 
nation’s capital, is totally blue and 
it’s bordered by two very red, pro- 
Trump counties. Don’t talk politics 
in a bar here. 


Have you ever drawn a cartoon 
and later hated it? 

I hate just about everything 
I’ve done a few months after it’s 
published. Sometimes, I hate them 
immediately. I always think I can 
improve the writing and the art. A 
good and humbling exercise is to go 
back a year to the day and see what 
you created, and if you can even 
understand what you were talking 
about. These things do have a shelf 
life, and some don’t keep. 


Recently, someone was critical of a 
cartoon I drew two years ago and 
demanded I explain it. I had to go 
read and see what I was talking 
about because I didn’t understand it. 
It was old. I usually can’t remember 
what I drew yesterday. 


What is your process? What types 
of tools do you use for drawing? Is 
it purely digital? 

It is purely digital, which I’ve been 
doing for a year and a half now. I 
was one of those who swore he’d 
always be analog (fellow musicians 
will get that) and never go digital. 
Now I’m really glad I did. I do miss 
paper, ink and whiteout, but I don’t 
miss erasing. Going digital just 
made it easier to make the color a 
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bigger part of the art instead of just 
paint-bucketing it into places. Also, 
it’s a lot easier to make corrections 
and it’s cool I can draw a rough idea 
and immediately send it to a client. 
I don’t miss the steps of scanning, 
Photoshop, sizing, emailing. Now 
it’s draw and email. Going digital 
actually added the amount of time 
I put into a cartoon. From what I’ve 
read, I’m the only cartoonist who 
has done that. 


The tools are a Surface Pro and the 
program Corel Painter Essentials. 


Who do you like among today’s 
cartoonists? 

This can change by the week, 
but currently my favorites are 
Mike Luckovich (brilliant, bizarre 
ideas, and sloppy great artwork), 
Steve Sack (brilliant ideas and 
amazing artwork), and Pat Bagley 
(very original ideas, sloppy and 
fun artwork in a very unique style 
that’s his own). I like the cartoonists 
who don’t draw the same cartoons 
as everyone else (sinking ships, 
hanging/going over a cliff, clown 
cars, etc.). The weirder the better. 


What are your plans for 2020 and 
beyond, assuming Trump doesn’t 
get re-elected? 

I ask myself that a lot lately, 
because it seems with the death of 
newspapers (came) the death of my 
career goals. It would be awesome 
to get another job with a newspaper 
or win a great big national contest, 
but those are very slim odds. I plan 
to keep creating opportunities for 
myself, because apparently nobody 
else is going to do it for me. There’s 
a couple of ideas I have, but if I spell 
them out now, someone’s going to 
steal them from me. 


We're not going to have Trump 
forever, but I will keep drawing 
cartoons. Even after Trump is gone, 
our situation is going to remain 
messed up. We ruined it. I will never 
run out of outrage. 


This is going to be in our holiday 
issue, so I’m obligated to ask— 
what’s at the top of your Christmas 
wish list this year? 

It’s been years since I’ve received a 
Christmas gift, though I do send a 
few out. But if I were to get a gift, 
I’d like for the insanity to stop, 
though that’d be bad for business. 
Material-wise, I’m going to need a 
new computer soon, so if Santa can 
drop something with 16 GB and an 
SSD into a stocking, that’d be really 
sweet.
